that they have sorely neglected the us” 
of the grease gun. There is no more 
certain indicator as to whether the art 
of gun-greasing has been regularly 
practised than fine, dry weather; for it 
calls forth the squeaks, the rattles and 
the noises which damp or wet weather 
subdues into silence. 

Those of us who look after the needs of 
our own cars are at no time very anxious 
to tackle work with the grease gun. It 
is, at least, a messy job, but if we desire 
quiet running, easy riding and the avoid- 
ance of repair bills it is a job that will 
repay either the trouble of doing it one- 
self or paying a few shillings to a garage 
for attending to the matter. 


GREASING A NEW CAR. 


When a car is new and the bearings are ; 


stiff it is often very wise to use gear oil 
instead oí grease, as the oil will 
penetrate between the close-fitting sur- 
faces more readily than the grease. 
Though many modern cars are fitted wth 
one-shot lubrication, by which oil is de- 
lrvered to many of the working parts from 
a central reservoir by pump action, there 
are usually a few nipples for which a 
grease gun is required. Some cars are 
also equipped at the spring ends and 
Shackles with silent bloc bearings, but 
these must on no account be lubricated. 
If silent bloc bearings are not used, the 
spring bolts and shackles should be lubri- 
cated every 250 miles when the car is new, 
but after she has run for 1,000 or 1,200 
miles this interval may be extended *o 
every five or six hundred miles. The 
grease should be pumped in with several 
strokes of the gun, so that the old Jubri- 
cant is forced out. 


PRINCIPAL BEARING POINTS. 

The most important bearing surfaces of 
cars not fitted with one-shot lubrication 
are the steering heads—viz., the pins on 
which are hinged the front wheels. The 
action of steering, combined with the 
weight of the car, is liable to, and, in 
fact, does squee=2 the grease out of the 
bearings fairly quickly, so that it 
is advisable to insert a fresh supply 
every 250 miles. The next important 
group of working parts that require 
regular greasing are the ball joints at the 
ends of the track rod and at the ends of 
the drag link. These should be lubricated 
at least every 500 miles. Then the 
greasing of the crass shaft on the brake 
mechanism should be attended to, as well 
as the caps on the spindles adjacent to 
the brakes which work the cams. Do not 
over-lubricate the wheel-hub bearings lest 
a surplus should escape on to the brakes. 

ENGINE AND GEAR-BOX NIPPLES. 

As regards the engine and gear-box, the 
parts requiring grease are the fan 
spindle, the speedometer drive and the 
clutch withdrawal gear. The first-named 
should be given frequent attention, but 
the clutch gear and speedometer need 
attention only évery 1,000 miles. The 
universal joints at the ends of the pro- 
pellor shaft need lubrication at only rare 
intervals. 

If difficulty is found in inserting the 
lubricant from the gun at any point, this 
is probably due to a damaged nipple or 
to the obstructing effect of hard grease in 
the bearing. This should be rectified and 
set right, as it is foolish to neglect such 
a condition. Grease exuding between the 
nipple and the gun when pressure 1° 


| 


been damaged. In this case the nipple 
should be removed and a new 
one (which costs but a few 
pence) should be fitted. A clogged beatin 
can often be cleaned with a red hot stee 
knitting needle after removing the nipple. 
In obstinate cases it may require dis- 
mantling and cleaning. 


A SIMPLE BRAKE ADJUSTMENT. 

Since the adoption of four-wheel brakes 
no subject relating to cars has been the 
source of more discussion than brake ad- 
justment, and yet the probability is that 
not one car in ten has its brakes properly 
adjusted. i 

This, undoubtedly, is not due to the 
owners’ carelessness or ignorance, but 
because the adjustment is rather a tedious 
joh. The trouble involved in jacking up 
all four wheels when, perhaps, only one 
jack is available is quite sufficient to 
make one postpone the job as long as 
possible. There jis, however, a rough and 
ready, and at the same time a very 
efficient, way of adjusting the brakes 
which any owner can accomplish while on 
the road. Select a hill, and after running 
down it for some distance with the foot 
brake on stop the car, and feel each brake 
drum with the hand. It will be found 
that some drums are hotter than 
others, this difference in temperature in- 
dicating which of the brakes is not 
properly adjusted. In the case of cold 
brake drums, tighten the adjusting nuts, 
but this must be done gradually—say one 
or two turns after each run. This opera- 
tion should be carried out on different 
runs, until all the drums are warm to 
approximately the same temperature. 

This method has proved very effective, 
as the adjustments are made under 
running conditions. Similar results can 
also be obtained on a level road with the 
foot brake slightly on, care being taken 
not to overheat the drums. 

With brakes in good condition, and 
correctly adjusted, a four-wheeled braked 
car on a dry, level road should be capable 
of being stopped at 20 m.p.h. in 22 feet, 
at 50 m.p.h. in 50 feet, at 40 m.p.h. in 


| 90 feet, and 45 m.p.h. in 115 feet. 


PETROL AND FRUIT. 

Motorists whose habit it is to take a 
tour each week-end during the summer 
weather, and as far as _ possible 
avoid the beaten main road track. 
know how difficult it is to obtain fresh 
fruit, except in large towns, and even in 
these centres the selection is not always 
varied or attractive. During a recent 
week-end trip I have come across a garage 
in which not only an exeellent service 
station is conducted, but an equally satis- 
factory tobacco and sweet stall. We al) 
like fresh fruit during a motor run of any 
length, and in these days, whén service 
stations, in common with everv other 
industry, feel the world-wide depression, 
an attractive fruit stall run in connection 
with their station would, I believe, more 
than justify its organisation and running 
expenses. Most filling stations in the 
country, and particularly in those districts 
whose scenery attracts motorists, have 
revular patrons coming from a distance, 
and .n nine cases out of ten a customer 
for petrol, oil or a spare would also be 
a buyer of truit. and sweets.

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A NEW WORK ON 


ICHTHYOLOGY. 
—-- - &-— 

A History of Fishes, By 

London; Benn. 28/- net. 
R. NORMAN has earned the deep 
gratitude of all interested 'n 
ichthyology. Seldom has so valuable and 
informative a book appeared on this 
subject in England since Dr. Gunther's 
“ Introduction to the Study of Fishes’ 
was published over fifty years ago. 
Despite the difficulty and great labour 
consequent on the production of a work of 
this kind, Mr. Norman has not been 
daunted, and to say that he has achieved 
his object is high praise. This much he 
has dene, and done exceedingly well. 

Progress in the science ot ichthyology 
has been games ies 9 rapid of late years. 
New and improved methods of dredging, 
trawling and observation have added 
greatly to the science, which yearly is 
being enriched by the addition of many 
new species, the discovery of fresh facts 
and the advancement of further theories. 

In this masterly survey of the piscine 
world the author stresses particularly the 
evolutionary aspect of fish life. As he 
himself writes: “the fishes ~ emselves 
being regarded not as museum specimens 
or corpses on the fishmonger’s slab, but 
as living organisms which have been 
modified in a multitude of different ways 
in accordance with the nature of their 
surroundings, in order to fit them for the 
particular conditions under which they 
are compelled to live. The importance of 
the part played by the ‘struggle for 
existence’ in moulding the bodis of 
fishes will be apparent, and I have 
endeavoured to show how many of the 
remarkable modifications of the various 
organs which go to make up the body of a 
fish, although sometimes meaningless at 
first sight, may be readily interpreted in 
terms of environment, animate or inani- 
mate.”’ i“ 

The vigorous and gripping style renders 
the book exceedingly ‘attractive. Every- 
thing appertaining to fish life is included. 
There are chapters on Form and Loco- 
motion, Respiration, Fins, Skin, Scales 
and Spines, in which the varying shapes 
of fishes, with their different modes of 
progression, gill structures, and ways of 
respiration, are expounded. Special atten- 
tion is drawn to those enterprising fish 
that have adopted a semi-terrestrial 
existence, as the periopthalmus or mud 
skipper and Indian climbing perch. 

The anatomy is covered extensively 
under the various headings of ‘‘ mouths 
and jaws, teeth, internal organs, nervous 
system and sense organs.’’ Of great 
interest is the chapter devoted to coloura- 
tion, in which the use and import of the 
colourings of fish are treated at length. 
The more original types of fish that have 
developed special weapons of defence or 
offence call for special attention, and many 
peculiar species thus gifted that employ 
subtle poisons and powerful electric shocks 
to subdue and capture their prey are 
enumerated. There is an excellent de- 
scription of the ‘‘batteries’’ of several 
of these pelagic ‘‘ live wires.”’ 

The author points Out the remarkable 
adaptability of various fishes to extreme 
conditions of «existence, rome of which are 
able to endure severest cold, even to the 
extent of being frozen in for considerable 
periods, while others bear heat with 
equanimity. This discussion on adapt- 
ability, of course, includes the various 
“blind ” fishes that, in the course of 
their subterraneous lives, have acquired 
special feelers, or '' sense” organs, to 
‘enable them to exist in Styeian darkness.

T is appropriate that this biography of 
‘‘ the royalist who gave an empire to 
the Republic ” should appear while the 
great Exhibition in Paris is drawing the 
attention of scores of thousands to France’s 
colonial possessions. At the Exhibition 
one gets a glimpse of the fruits of Marshal 
Lyautey’s thirteen years’ work in North 
Africa, but this glowing appreciation by 
his gifted fellow-countryman shows the 
gradual building up of that empire, the 
dauntless patriotism and unflagging energy 
which the Marshal brought to the task, 
and his almost marvellous gift for 
colonisation. 

Marshal Lyautey is now. seventy-seven 
years of age, and it is almost forty years 
since his experiences in Indo-China, under 
the guidance of General Gallieni, kindled 
in his breast the enthusiasm which sup- 
eng him through all the vicissitudes of 
1is remarkable work in Morocco. He used 
the army as a constructive rather than a 
destructive organisation; what fighting 
occurred was merely the unavoidable pre- 
lude to the advance of civilisation—the 
establishment of flourishing towns behind 
the ever-advancing lines of forts. 

In his task of revealing the real man 
behind the legend which has grown up 
around Marshal Lyautey, even in his life- 
time, M. André Maurois has had the as- 
sistance of the Marshal himself, and some 
of the most interesting pages are drawn 
from the veteran coloniser’s own writings. 
Lyautey’s achievements during the Great 
War form the climax of a volume which is 
as fascinating as any work of fiction. 

The translation by Hamish Miles retains 
virtually undimmed the glowing prose of 
Maurois, who has been inspired by his 
subject to put forth one of the best 
examples of sympathetic biography that 
have weed published for many years. It is 
a fine work, worthy of the great soldier 
statesman who has done so much for the 
glory of France.

They are an architect, a clergyman, 
fellow who scribbles a bit’’ and a girl 
who writes poetry, and at the end of the 
book they congratulate themselves that 
their conversations “ give plain instruc.

Their only fear is that, when these 
discussions are made into a book, its very 
outspokenness will prevent its introduc- 
tion to the public at large. The fear 
seems to be exaggerated ; the most serious 
defect of the book is not its frankness, 
but the author’s failure to bring his pro- 
tagonists even momentarily to life. It is 
distressing to find the girl constantly re- 
ferred to as “ small thing,” but this is 
unhappily only one of the devices by 
which the author strives for a lightness of 
touch, which everywhere eludes him. 

If the reaoer refuses to be greatly 
moved by the frankness of the discussion 
of modern problems, he may, however, 
regret the note of personal bitterness that 
has intruded at some places, and particu- 
larly where it leads the author to refer 
slightingly, under the thinnest of dis- 
guises, to persons well known in the world 
of letters. Our judgment will not greatly 
weigh with Mr. Foster, who more than 
once alludes to the incompetence and dis- 
honesty of reviewers, but we fear that his 
most indulgent readers scarcely will be 
able to visualise the building of the New 


Jerusalem by this architect and his com-

’ it was only fitting that the South Africans 
should also have a distinctive name, and, 
after consulting among themselves, they 
decided to use the name by which they 
have been known ever since.

Lenin in Loa don. 


Recent mention in the ‘ Diary” of 
Gandhi’s early days as a student in the 
Inner Temple prompts me to recall another 
alien dweller in pre-war London who was 
destined to make a great noise in the 
world. This was Lenin, who twenty yeare 
ago lived with his wife in lodgines in 
West London. He was at that time a 
slight little man, who, although not more 
than ‘‘early middle-aged,” was already 
bald, with thin reddish-brown hair re- 
ceeding to the temvles. He had the now 
familiar moustache and goatee, which, 
with his high cheek bones and little slant- 
ing slits of eyes, heightened his foreign 
appearance. “He spoke little, but alwavs 
with an easy courtesy. In his early youth 
he had been trained for the Bar, and 
while in T.onden he snent most of his 
time in the British Museum Reading 
Room, where he studied sociology, economic 
theory and the philosonhy of history. As 
recreation he read good novels. and occa- 
, sionally dipped into volumes dealing with 
the shooting of game. He and his wife 
were poor, but the allowance which he 
received for prosecuting his studies and 
producing a political paper was 
ample for their few necds.

of his birth. There are many alive to-day 


for whom the names of Manville Fenn, W. 
H. G. Kingston, R. M. Ballantyne, Talbot 
Baines Reed, G. A. Henty and Dr. Gordon 
Stables are perpetually associated with the 
romantic visions of youth. Although 
Fenn’s fame lies chiefly in the books which 
he wrote for boys, he had other activities, 
since he was a novelist and dramatist, poet 
and critic, and author of several volumes 
of short stories. He was a Londoner by 
birth, and his early years were spent in 
the vicinity of Victoria Barracks, an en- 
vironment which bred in him a liking for 
things military. Self-educated, he entered 


‘a training college of the National Society 


and was appointed a schoolmaster in a 
Lincolnshire parish. Later he turned to 
private tutoring, and, having married, re- 
turned to test his fortune in London. 
Pupils being scarce, he tcok employment as 
a compositor in a printing works, devoting 
his leisure to literary work. After many 
rebuffs he received his first opportunity to 
appear in print from Charles Dickens, who 
accepted an article for ‘‘ All the Year 
Round.” Later, having attracted the 
attention of the editor, he became a 
regular contributor to Cassell’s Magazine 
and still later to Chambers’s Journal. 
From this time, 1866, Fenn’s success was 
assured, and before his death in 1909 h 
had written fifty books for boys. His 
hobbies were book-collecting and garden- 
ing, and his library numbered over twenty- 
five thousand books, in addition to some 
five thousand plays.

At night. when the last sheave and a 
hearty and substantial tea had been 
finished, the men congregated in the 
kitchen and the women in the adjacent 
parlour. The cask of stout was installed 
in a place of honour between the 
‘“dresser ” and the “ settle,” and all who 
had serious designs upon the contents 
posted themselves as affectionate satellites 
in close proximity. Songs and recitations 
were then forthcoming, and the _ eight- 
hand reel and many intricate’ jigs 
were danced. Now, I am told, ‘‘ synco- 
pated stuff’’ comes more _ willingly 
to the feet of the country maidens. The 
fun continued until midnight, when the 
contents of the cask showed signs of 
becoming exhausted. Then, with great 
eravity, the last jug was drawn and 
drunk, with almost religious solemnity, by 
either the ‘‘ man of the house ” or the 
oldest man present. Thus the festivities 
connected with the ‘ threshing ” closed, 
upon an almost symbolic note, and the 
participants dispersed to their homes.

CHARLES BOYLE. 


THE “BATTLE OF THE 
BOOKS.” 


N August 28th, 1731, died Charles 
0 Boyle, fourth Earl! of Orrery and first 
Baron Marston, statesman, diplomatist 

and writer. 

Boyle, the grandson of the first Earl of 
Orrery, was born at Chelsea in August, 1676. 
In some ways he was not the least gifted 
member of a family that produced in the Hon. 
Robert Boyle the most celebrated natural 
philosopher of his time; but he lacked the 
physical strength and driving capacity which 
would have enabled him to make the most of 
his natural powers, and as a consequence 
stands, in contrast with other members 
ot his line, a somewhat attenuated figure 
egainst the background of history. 

His chief claim to historical remembrance 
rests upon the conspicuous part he played in 
the famous literary controversy which in- 
spired Swift’s “ Battle of the Books.” 

Boyle had distinguished himself by his 
diligence as a student at Oxford under Dr. 
Atterbury, afterwards Bishop of Rochester, 
and Dr. Friend. It was for him that Dr. 
Aldrich, who described him as “ the great 
ornament of our College,” prepared the 
‘Compendium of Logick,’’ which became 
one of the most popular handbooks in 
the University in his time. He had estab- 
lished a literary reputation by a “Life of 
Lysander’ marked by a high standard of 
scholarship, and when Sir William Temple 
and Wotton crossed swords over the relative 
merits of ancient and modern writers, intro- 
ducing to this country a controversy which 
had raged furiously in France, Boyle was 
chosen as the representative of Oxford scholar- 
ship best fitted to maintain the traditions of 


the ancients. 
BOYLE AND BENTLEY. 


Temple had particularly stressed the “Letters 
of Phalaris,” the tyrant of Agrigentum, 
und Boyie’s task was to prepare a new 
edition of the ‘‘Epistles of Phalaris,’’ with 
translation of the Greek text into Latin. 

No sooner had this work been published, 
however, than Dr. Richard Bentley, the 
King’s sibrarian, intervened, publishing a 
“ Dissertation on the Epistles of Phalaris,” 
in which he flagellated Boyle’s work un- 
mercifully. He not only challenged the 
authenticity of the epistles, but denied their 
value, and alleged that they were the torgery 
of a period some eight centuries later than 
the sixth century B.C., in which they were 
supposed to have been written. A touch of 
personal malice was added by the insinuation 
that Boyle’s ‘‘Phalaris” was faulty and 
iedlish--‘' vet, bad as it was, the production 
was not Boyle's.” 

Bovle replied with a trenchant pamphlet, 
entitled ‘‘Dr. Bentley’s Dissertation on the 
Epistles of Phalaris Examined.”’ The discus- 
sion excited tremendous interest, and pro- 
voked a veritable spate of books and 
pamphlets. Swift, we are told, and can 
readily imagine, entered into the war with 
a light heart, ‘‘and matched the ancients 1n 
defending them for the amusement of his 
patron. ”’ 

Boyle had a good command of nervous, 
expressive English, combining lucidity with 
terseness, but, except for a comedy, “ As ‘You 
Find It,” alleged to have the extraordinary 
defect of being “too full cf wit,”’ he 
attempted nothing in prose beyond the con- 
tributions mentioned. 

He did essay several compositions in poetry, 
but he lacked the divine afflatus. Of his 
poems, Sir Richard Blackmore wrote :— 
“After his foolish rhymes, both friends and foes 

Concinde they know whe did ot write his prose.” 

Even his intimate friend «and biographer, 
Budgell, though prone to flattery, had to 
confess that “his Lordship’s numbers are 
not so harmonious as those which appear in 
the best poems of the present age,” and 
adding that in his verses ‘‘ were discovered 
the man of sense and the man of wit, but 


not the poet.” 
DUEL IN HYDE PARK. 


Boyle, before succeeding to the peerage, 
figured in another duel with more deadly 
weapons than pens. The adventure followed 
his election as M.P. for Huntingdon. His 
return was disputed, and a good deal of 
bitter feeling was arroused, culminating in a 
meeting with Francis Wortley in the gravel 
pit in Hyde Park, near the gate leading to 
Grosvenor square. Both the principals were 
wounded. It took Boyle many months before 
he recovered from the injuries that he 
received. 

On his recovery, he was taken by Queen

Of 
course, the holding of an Orange demon- 
stration in a town like Newry, following, 
as it will, in the wake.of such recent ill- 
feeling, is not what may be termed tact- 
ful, but the opinion has been expressed 
by responsible people that the affair will 
pass off without serious interruption. 

It is deplorable that any strained re- 
lations should arise between the North 
and the South on account of the actions 
of a few firebrands; for at heart the great 
majority of Ulstermen have only kindly 
thoughts for their Southern brethren. 
which no imaginary border line can alter. 


ULSTER REJOICES. 


Ulster received the news of the resigna- 
tion of the British Labour Government 
with rejoicing, and, now that a National 
Government has been formed, the Pro- 
vince feels in a much safer condition, .and 
is looking forward to an almost immediate 
improvement in its economic condition. 
The fact that Lord Londonderry is a mem- 
ber of the Government has filled the 
people with an unusual sense of safety ; 
for they feel that he can be trusted to 
look after the affairs of Ulster in a 
manner beyond the reproach even of the 
most critical. 

The strong Conservative Parliament in 
Belfast will not now feel so uncomfortable 
as it did under the old régume. Its 
position then was, indeed, ridiculous. 
Ulster sent hardened Tories over to West- 
minster to fight tooth and nail against the 
Socialisits’ principles; and yet, in order 
to follow out its step-by-step policy, the 
Northern Administration solemnly did the 
things which its representatives in England 
foucht against. Now things are changed, 
and the people are hoping for a quick 
volte face in policy, 

The first thing to be done is to stop 


| for good and all the dumping of foreign 


goods on home markets. This has been 
the cause of more distress than anything 
else, and an end to it would mean a direct 
revival in trade, and, consequently, a 
reduction in the huge army of unemployed. 
Great things are expected of the new 
Government. 


AN AMBITION REAL!SED. 


For some years past the Northern 
Ministry of Education has been trying out 
its scheme for the erection of large central 
schools, cach to take the place of a number 
of smaller ones, and, in spite of the diffi- 
culties with which it has had to contend, 
the Ministry has been most successful in 
the realisation of its ideals. Its latest 
triumph was the opening the other day of 
Bangor’s Central Public Elementary 
School, which, it is claimed, is the biggest 
of its kind in Ireland.

GENERAL DAWES AT 
KIRKCUDBRIGHT. 


MANKIND IN TIMES OF 


ADVERSITY. 
T—(F— 


“It is not in times of adversity that 
mankind makes its mistakes. It makes 
its most egregious errors and commits its 
greatest follies in times of prosperity.”’ 

This was the keynote of a timely and 
éncouraging address by General Dawes, 

the American Ambas- 
sador, when, at Kirk- 
eudbright yesterday, 
he opened the Coch- 
ran Memorial Gym- 
nasium, given by Mr. 
Thomas Cochran, of 
New York, in memory 
of his forbears, who, 
over a century ago, 
left Kirkcudbright 
for America and 
settled there. He 
said—‘‘ The mi 
economic istress 
which most nations 
are experiencing at 
this time, bringing home to the average 
man everywhere a sense of inter- 
dependence not only of individuals, but of 
classes of individuals, will tend in all 
countries to bring about delayed domestic 
reforms by making them politically prac- 
ticable.’’ 

It was because of its peculiar effect upon 
respective domestic public sentiments that 
a general and world-wide economic crisis 
and depression produced such a favourable 
environment for quick common action by 
the nations. 

Where a common action and under- 
standing was recognised by all as impera- 
tively essential to their respective self- 
interests, then it was probable that im- 
portant steps, forwarding better human 
relationships, would be taken. 

After the ceremony the freedom of the 
Burgh of Kirkcudbright was conferred on 
the Ambassador and Mr. William Adam- 
son, M.P., a former Secretary of State for 
Scotland.

He was present at the battle of Malplaquet, 
and as Envoy in Flanders he took part in the 
negotiations that preceded the Treaty of 
Utrecht. 

He married Lady Elizabeth Cecil, daughter 
of the Earl of Exeter, and for a time he figured 
as the leader of the Christ Churchmen in 
London. He was an adherent of Harley, and 
was attached to the Club established by 
Swift. 

On the accession of George I. Bovle was 
made a Lord of the Bedchamber. Budgell 
declares that ‘‘ he was induced to accept his 
post under George by the hope that His 
Majesty would begin his reign with moderate 
measures. But the first Parliament under the 
King opened with the impeachment of Lord 
Oxford and several others who had been 
Ministers in the previous reign.”’ Boyle could 
not be induced to fall in with the violent 
humour of the times, and on being deprived 
of his military command he resigned from the 
King’s Household. 


CHARGE OF HIGH TREASON. 


Rightly or wrongly he was suspected of 
Jacobite sympathies. Swift argues that his 
support of the Tory Ministry constitutes 
prima facie evidence of his innocence, but 
however that may be, on the allegations of 
being implicated in Layer’s plot, a Committee 
of the Lords of the Privy Council issued a 
warrant for high treason against him, and 
he was thrown into the Tower. 

In spite of illness, he was very harshly 
treated.

broken, and he died, as stated, on August 


28th, 1731, in his fifty-seventh year.

A of August 15 was described in the 
- * Summons Court to-day, when four 
young men were charged with assaulting the 
police, and riotous behaviour. The accused 
men were :—Denis O'Keefe, Hume s court, 
off Ludlow street; Hugh Patrick Reid, and 
William James Reid, Hardinge street, and 
Francis Hughes, Ludlow street. 

Evidence was given by Constable Bell, who 
stated that at 10.5 p.m. he was on duty at 
the corner of Lepper street, New Lodge road 
district. He saw a pile of boxes in Ludlow 
street for the purposes of a bonfire. His in- 
structions were not to allow ‘hem to be 
lighted on the New Lodge road, which was 
tar-macadamised. The four defendants 
came out and threw boxes on to the New 
Lodge road. Witness tried to stop them. 
Defendants did not obey him, but made use 
of expressions. Hughes shouted, “ Up the 
I.R.A.!” and “ Up the Rebels!”’ and then 
made use of an offensive expression in refer- 
ence to the King. William James Reid 
shouted “Up the Rebels!’’ and made the 
remark about the King used by Hughes. 
Hugh Patrick Reid shouted “Up the 
I.R.A.!" and “ Up the Republic!” O'Keefe 
shouted, ‘‘ Up the Rebels !”’ 


BACK TO THE WALL. 

After shouting the defendants commenced 
throwing the boxes at witness, striking him 
on the shoulders. He had no power over 
them on the occasion. He had to go back 
to the wall and blow his whistle for aid. A 
mob collected, about 200 strong. Constables 
M‘Sherry and Hughes came on the scene. 

Cross-examined, witness said none of those 
assembled interfered with him except the 
four defendants. He drew his baton, . but 
did not use it. 

Constable Hughes described the crowd as 
very hostile. The defendants were singing 
“ A Soldier’s Song ” and shouting ‘‘ Up the 
Republic!” and “Up the L.R.A!”’ It would 
not have been safe to have attempted an 
arrest. 

The defendants denied assaulting Constable 
Bell by throwing boxes at him, but admitted 
being in the ‘‘ sing-song.”’ 

Mr. Philip 8S. Bell, R.M., with whom were 
other magistrates, fined O’Keefe 10s. and 
costs for assuuit, he having expressed regret 
for anything Constable Bell thought he had 
done, and the case against him for riotous 
bebaviour was dismissed without prejudice. 
A similar Éan Was imposed on Francis 
Hughes, there being no previous record 
against him. A like ruling was made in re- 
gard to the charge of riotous behaviour 


against him, Ms 
A BAD RECORD. 

With regard to Hugh P. Reid, Mr. Bell 
said that this defendant had a bad rx:-rd, 
and he would be sent to jail for one calendar 
month, with hard labour, the charge against 
him for riotous behaviour being dismisse 
without prejudice. 

In the case of William James Reid, who 
also had a bad record, there would be a fine 
of 40s. and costs for the assault. The charge 
of riotous behaviour would be dismissed 
without prejudice. 

Mr. Bell went on to state that the defen- 
dants were having a holiday, and he did not 
think they intended to create a riot, other- 
wise the Beach would have dealt more 
severely with them. 

Head Constable Condy said that he did 
not agree with that. He thought they «id 
mean to create a riot. 

Mr. Bell said that he thought the members 
of the Bench were also entitled to their 
opinion.

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WAR ON THE SLUMS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sie,—In Tuam, Co. Galway, money. has 
been lent at a low rate of interest by jwrivate 
individuals to build houses for the poor, so 
that they can be let at a rent which the poor 
can afiord to pay. The fund is called “ St. 
Patrick’s Housing Fund,” to commemorate 
the 1,£00th anniversary of St. Patrick, and 
already enough money to build about ten 
houses in and near Tuam has been raised. 
His Grace the Archbishop of Tuam kindly 
sent us a message, assuring us of his whole- 
hearted sympathy and support in our efforts 
to provide better houses for the poor. Could 
not similar steps be taken to provide houses 
for the poor in every other town in the 
Saorstat? 


We well know that, without substantial 


i A " 
Government, aid, we cannot hope to build more 


than a small fraction of the houses which are 
badly needed im many country towns as well 
as in Dublin. We are, therefore, most anxious 
that the Government’s housing plans should 
extend to every town in the Saorstat, and 
not be confined to Dublin only. If every 
town in the Saorstat held meetings similar 
to our recent Tuam meetings, and passed re- 
solutions similar to ours, we would, I think, 
draw more attention to the housing needs of

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country towns. 

We have every sympathy with the slum- 
dwellers of Dublin, but we also feel for the 
large numbers living in country towns whose 
cabins are past repair. In many cases the 
roof is almost falling in, and lets in a con- 
siderable amount of rain. Living in a cabin 
which is perpetually damp must have a very 
serious effect upon the health and must 
account for a great deal of illness. All in- 
terested in the health and general welfare of 
the poor should join in this campaign for 
more and better houses.—Yours. etc.,

RAM PREMIUMS 


SUGGESTED. 
——— 


FROM OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
OW that the annual sales of rams aud 
N ewes are in full swing throughout the 
country, it may be sibel how far they 
help m improving the sheep of the country. 
A great deal of new blood has been introduced 
by pedigree flockowners, and the annual 
sales give farmers an opportunity of sharing 
in this enterprise by purchasing surplus 
stock. Sheep-breeders are not always 
satisfied with the prices ‘realised, but, as the 
draft sales serve the purpose of advertising 
their flocks, they are well supported by 
entries. 
As a rule there are not enough rams to go 


round, and a number of private sales at 
good prices follow. There are times when 


{one breed is apparently in greater demand 


than another, and there is a strong contrast 
in prices, but, on the whole, there is always 
a demand for sheep of the leading breeds 
represented, and prices depend as much on 
quality and breeding as on competition. 

A FINE FLOCK. 

Having said so much, I return to the 
question : Can anything more be done to im- 
prove the sheep of the Irish Free State? On 
this point very definite views are held by 
Mr. A. J. Wilsdon. Lackén Lodge, Kilkenny, 
who is probably the most extensive breeder 
of Oxford Downs in this country. This 
flock was established in 1918 by the purchase 
of the entire prize-winning flock owned by 
Viscount de Vesci, and since then has been 
replenished by purchases of ewes from Major 
A. Montgomery and Messrs. Downes and 
Jessop. Including six challenge cups and 
ten silver medals, this flock has won 58 
prizes at the Royal Dublin Society’s Shows 
and over 140 prizes at provincial shows. 
That it enjoys á high reputation is evident 
from the fact that, in addition to the Oxford 
Downs sold at the Irish Pedigree Sheep 
Breeders’ Association sales, Mr. Wilsdon 
during the last five years has disposed of 

by private treaty, principally as the 
result of newspaper advertising. ivé ewes 
were sold at home this year for 48 guineas, 
& price which compares favonrably with any 
obtained for sheep in the British eg while 
rams also have been selling well. 

AN ADVANCE TOWARDS Cos6T. 

A number of small breeders who desire to 
secure the best blood obtainable are handi- 
capped in capital outlay, and for the benefit 
of these Mr. Wilsdon suggests that, having 
indicated the breeds and types of sheep suit- 
able for crossing perce, the Department of 
Agriculture should award a limited number 
of farmers £5 towards the purchase of rams 
at certain sales, subject to the rams being 
passed by an inspector from the Department 
of Agriculture. If this were done. the owners 
of pedigree flocks would be in a position 
to buy nothing but the best arid breed from 
the best. Under existing conditions too many 
inferior pedigree rams are sold at a Jow figure 
to the detriment of sheep-breeding generally. 

The importance of sheep-breeding in the 
Irish Free State is indicated by the figures 
for 1930 The total number of shéep in the 
country last year was returned at 3,500,000, 
with a value in exports of £1,350,000, while 
the value of mutton and lamb exported was 
£100,000, and of wool £300,000. Naturally, 
said Mr. Wilsdon, the figures in former years 
would have heen considerably higher but for 
the great fall in values of sheep and wool re 
sulting from the world-wide depression and 
the attempt by Australia and New Zealand 
to pay their debts to London in sheep 
products and not in cash. 


SCRUB RAMS NUMEROUS. 


In Mr. Wilsdon’s opinion, the standard of 
our sheep in the Irish Free State is very 
low. The scrub rams, as compared with the 
first-class rams, are in the proportion of about 
thirty to one. Indeed, at our autumn fairs 
one rarely sees more than 10 per cent. of 
rams that are fit to breed from. “' Again,” to 
quote Mr. Wilsdon, ‘‘at the London Central 
Meat Markets last year, both Welsh and Eng 
lish lamb prices were 17 per cent. above 
Irish, ahd the latter was only 3 per cent 
above frozen New. Zealand lambs.” 

NORTHERN SCHEMES. 

In Northern Ireland, as Mr. Wilsdon has 
been informed, there are two sheep schenies 
administered by the Northern Ministry of 
Agriculture through county committees of 
agriculture—a lowland sheep schemé for the 
award of premiums to applicants selected us 
suitable to keep premium Border Leicester 
or Suffolk rams and a mountain sheep schewe 
under which Blackface rams ate supplied on 
easy terms to breeders in mountainous dis 
tricts. The maximum valae cf a premium 
in the lowland scheme is £8. Each ram 
shall serve no fewer than thirty visiting ewes. 
and not more than forty ewes, during the 
season, including owners’ ewes. ‘The service 
fee shall not exceed 2s. per ewe, and where 
the ram in sufficient demand only four 
ewes from each owner will be allowed. Six- 
ge extra per week may be cherged for 
esding and caring each ewe during the visit. 

The number of lowland rams standing for 
remiums in Northern Ireland last year was 
order Leicester, 49; Suffolk, 4. “In 1929 
43 Border Leicester rams were used. The 
cost of these schemes works out at £1,500 per 
annuin. A scheme of prémiums for rams 
such ye son Fia á d boars is a 
mere pr e 1 ee ?

Scarcely a day passes that does not re- 
port disturbance in one or another of the 
Latin States. The latest arena has been 
Lisbon, where a number of discontented 
army officers attempted a coup d’ctat 
early on Wednesday morning. Hostilities 
were brief and intense. After a day’s 
fighting, in which between thirty-five and 
fifty lives—according to various reports— 
were lost, and three hundred people were 
wounded, the authorities regained control. 
The precise cause of the outbreak is 
doubtful ; it is supposed to have originated 
as a protest against the removal of Colonel 
Schiappa, the Minister for War, who had 
refused to sign deportation orders against 
certain army officers. When we consider 
however, that another émeute, of much 
longer duration, broke out and was sup- 
pressed so lately as last April, it would 
appear that a part of Portugal is labour- 
ing under a continual grievance. Both move 
ments seem to have been directed against 
the dictatorship which now prevails in 
Portugal. General Antonio Carmona, the 
President, has contrived to hold 
power 1926, when he became 
Prime Minister. In 1928 he changed 
his réle for that of President,

Young Workers. 


It is good news that domestic economy 
begins to flourish in the Free State schools. 
Classes are large; students are eager and 
attentive; and at present the call for 
trained teachers exceeds the supply. We 
congratulate the Department of Educa- 
tion, whose spadework is mainly re- 
sponsible for this development; for chus 
it is making a large contribution to the 
nation’s health and happiness. Bad cook- 
ing, rather than bad morals, is the chief 
wrecker of Irish homes; and the publicans 
owe much of their wealth to it. No young 
woman who has received a sound training 
in domestic economy need fear the spectre 
of unemployment. Such skill is an 
infinitely better insurance than typing 
and shorthand afford—or even a know- 
ledge of the Irish language. The girl who 
is a good cook and housekeeper starts with 
a big advantage in the matrimonial 
stakes: for wise young men her price will 
be above rubies in the stringent times 
that confront us. In domestic service— 
an honourable and increasingly attractive 
profession—the demand for well-trained 
girls is, and will continue to be, inex- 
haustible. We with that the outlook were 
half so good in those other employments 
for which the technical and vocational 
schools prepare the Free State’s urban 
youth The openings that the Civil 
Service offers are strictly limited; the 
clerical market is overstocked, and during 
the next few years we can expect no large 
expansion of industry. What will become 
of all the young clerks, electricians and 
motor mechanics who are emerging hope- 
fully from the technical schools? We note, 
indeed, that the Hospital Sweepstakes 
Office has employed most of the recent 
graduates from the schoo] at Bray; but, 
as a career, this accidental “ industry ”’ 
seems to hold little promise. No doubt, 
the pressure will be relieved when trade 
revives in England and throughout the 
world, bringing with it a general opening 
of doors to Irish brains and enterprise. 


Trade. Afloat. 


The adage of the British business man 
that trade follows the flag can now be 
expressed in less general terms. Since 
the recent Empire Exhibition at Buenos 
Aires he has found reason to say that 
trade follows the Prince of Wales. The 
Royal tour opened up the vast 
potentialities of South America as a 
market for British goods, and it is 
being followed up by a floating exhibition. 
A large steamship has been adapted 
as a “show boat,” and in November 
it will set out on a year’s cruise 
to South and Central American ports. 
The British Exhibitor already has 
shown her mettle on a preliminary trip 
from Birkenhead to London, in the course 
of which she encountered the pleasing 
variety of weather with which cross- 
Channel passengers are too familiar. Her 
passengers have testified that not even a 
‘moderate gale’’ had power to upset the 
vessel’s stability, and there is every 
prospect that the exhibits, when they 
arrive in Southern waters, will be a credit 
to British enterprise. Lord Auckland, 
who is the presiding genius of the present 
venture, regards it as a natural de- 
velopment of the co-operative principle in 
salesmanship. Personal contact between 
the manufacturer and his foreign 
customers is essential to the growth of 
friendly trade relations, and the British 
Exhibitor offers a means to this end. 
The Free State already has experimented 
with this form of advertising in a manner 
less ambitious, but not less important to 
the welfare of the country ; for some time 
ago a floating exhibition paid a round of 
visits to English ports. While intimate 
contact with cross-Channel markets mast 
remain the primary consideration of Irish 
trade, the possibilities of the British 
Exhibitor should not be overlooked. We 
hope that, when she sets out, she will 
carry some indication of the Free States 
resources to countries south of the 
Equator. |

Despite the gestures of France and 
Italy on the subject of a naval holiday, 
there is no cessation of constructional 
activity in either country. Both aspire to 
supremacy in the Mediterranean and the 
accelerated building of warships, which 
was so noticeable about a year or eighteen 
months ago, continues unabated. France 
so far possesses superiority in sea Power— 
especially in submarine tonnage—ana. in 
response to the seven cruisers which Italy 
has launched during the last twelve 
months, she is laying down two, if not 
three, new vessels, which will restore her 
advantage im that class. She is spending. 
too, large sums in the modernising of most 
of her Jarger craft by the-introduction of 
more pee guns and the fitting of anti- 
torpedo bilges. All of her national and 
private shipyards are busy on new con- 
struction or reconditioning, while the 
training of naval personnel is more active 
than it has been for years. 


Empire Butter. 


According to the Empire Marketing 
Board, the Empire butter industry, for 
the first time in history, has outstripped 
its foreign rivals this year. During the 
seven months ending July Empire butter 
imports reached 2,473,659 hundredweicht, 
or nearly 1,500,000 hundredweight over 
those from foreign countries. This figure 
compares with 1,918,000 hundredweight 
for the corresponding period of last year, 
when foreign imports exceeded that 
quantity by 314,000 hundredweight. In 
the same periods butter from Soviet 
Russia shows an increase of 46,400 
hundredweight. 


The “ Exhibition Ship.”’ 


The steamer British Exhibitor, which is 
preparing in the London docks for a trip 
to South America, was formerly a Bibby 
liner, and the interior of the vessel has 
been reconstructed completely to enable it 
to serve as an exhibition ship. The stalls 
are arranged so that there will be accom- 
modation for five hundred separate ex- 
hibits, and. most of the space has been 
booked. It is anticipated that the whole 
space will be taken by November Ist, when 
the ship is due to sail. British manufac- 
tures of almost every variety will be ex 
hibited, from heavy machinery to light 
fancy goods, and the principal industries 
will be well represented. Ports to be 
visited on the first trip will be those at 
which the Prince of Wales and Prince 
George called on their visit to the West 
Indies and South America. 


“*Faked” Notes. 


Police forces are co-qperating to trace the 
origin of a large number of spurious 
Treasury notes which have been circulated 
in Blackpool, Manchester and other centres 
further north. So far these “ faked 
notes do not appear to have reached 
London. It was thought at first that tlic 
notes were of continental production, but 
the Customs authorities have not found 
any unusual amount of per currency 
passing into the country. Unless the sharp 
eyes of these officials have been deceived, 
it would appear that the notes, which are 
of the 10s. denomination, are of domestic 
manufacture. Not being expert forgeries. 
they are detected easily. -If the watermark 
of Britannia in the circle at the foot of the 
note is not observable, the note mav be 
regarded as a forgery, and suspicion is con- 
firmed when in the words “ Chief Cashier.’’ 
following the signature, the dots over the 
“i's” are missing.

NEWS IN SPAIN.

MADRID, Thursday. 

Heavy fighting is reported to have taken 
place in the vicinity of the Spanish Em- 
bassy in Lisbon, according to a statement 
made to-day by Senor Lerroux, the 
Spanish Foreign Minister, who said that 
a request for the necessary guarantees had 
in consequence been made.

It is believed that the rebel 
forces are fleeing northwards, and may 
be making a stand there. They are pre- 
paring to flee into the mountains of 
Spanish Galicia if pushed back to the 
frontier. 


‘VILLAIN OF THE PIECE.” 


It appears that two regiments belong- 
ing to the Lisbon garrison, aided by strong 
forces of civilians, revolted against the 
military dictatorship. The soldiers’ action 
may be partly due to the projected reduc- 
tion in their pay. 

The Portuguese Minister of Marine, 
Commander Correia, appears to bear the 
brunt of public antagonism by reason of 
the active part he took in suppressing the 
recent rising in Madeira. He is reported 
to have been wounded. 


STILL SKIRMISHING. 


Martial law has not been declared in 
Lisbon, but the Military Governor advises 
the populace to remain indoors, par- 
ticularly after nightfall. 

It is believed here that skirmishing con- 
tinues in Northern Portugal. The dis- 
turbances there, however, may merely be 
due to efforts of the fleeing rebels to cover 
their retreat. 

Two Portuguese airman, who had joined 
the revolutionary forces and who took part 
in the bombing of Lisbon, have been 
ordered by the Spanish authorities not to 
leave Huelva, where thev arrived to-day, 
after landing last night at a village near 
by. They refused to make any statement 
as to their reasons for taking part in the 
insurrection beyond saying that the Portu- 
guese Republicans desired a return to 
constitutional methods and that they were 
certain of the ultimate triumph of the 
revolution.

55 B.C. TO 1931 A.D. 


Since Julius Cesar crossed the Channel 
in 55 B.C. the celebrated stretch of water 
has been conquered in a great variety of 
ways. 

A steamer has sailed from Dover to 
Calais in 53 minutes, an aeroplane makes 
the return journey in 194 minutes, and 
only this summer it was successfully glided 
in both directions. Captain Webb swam 
across in 1875, but the fastest cross- 
Channel swim was made in 1926 by G. 
Michel in 11 hours 5 minutes. 

The first air crossing was made in a 
balloon by M. Blanchard in 1785. In 1909 
M. Blériot made the first aeroplane flight 
from France to England. 

In 1929 Mr. H. 8S. Perrey crossed from 
Dover to Calais and back in a motor cycle 
fitted with floats and a propeller driven 
from the gear box. 

In 1927 M. René Savard took 63 hours 
to get from Calais to Dover on a water 
pedal cycle, and in 1928 Vencel Lach (a 
Czech) paddled across in a canoe. In 
August, 1930, Mr. C. W. Mason, a Dover 
man, managed to row across the Channel 
and back in a 15-foot punt. Last April a 
young English couple, Miss Gladys 
Clement and Mr. Richard Cole, crossed in 
a motor dinghy. 

Submarines have gone across as far as 
the depth of water permitted them, and a 
Canadian diver has suggested walking 
across on the sea bottom.

A DANGEROUS 
DELUSION. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes :—The very clear explanation of the 
financial position given earlier in the week 
bv Mr. Macdonald and Mr. Snowden should 
leave little room for any misconceptions In 
the minds of the general public. Never- 
theless, the fantastic notion still seems to 
linger in Labour circles that the present 
crisis is merely a ‘ bankers’”’ ‘‘ ramp,” 
specially manufactured as a sort of smoke 
screen to conceal a covert and sinister attack 
upon the standard of living of the working 
classes. This dangerous delusion, which 1s 
the natural offspring of Socialist ideology, 
still seems to dominate the counsels of the 
official organisations of the Labour move- 
ment. The manifesto issued yesterday by 
the joint meeting of the General Council 
of the Trades Union Congress, the National 
Executive Committee of the Labour Party, 
and the Consultative Committee of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party shows plainly 
enough how strong a hold these grotesque 
ideas, which at any other time might be 
dismissed as mere party clap-trap, have 
obtained upon the minds of the official 
leaders of Labour opinion. 

It is, perhaps, scarcely worth while to 
refute, sentence by sentence, the tissue of 
misstatements of which the mianifesto 1s 
composed. All that is necessary is to set 
forth once mare in the plainest language the 
facts which | have provoked a crisis of 
sufficient importance to cause the resignation 
of the Labour Cabinet and the establishment 
of a National Government. These events, 
at anv rate, speak for themselves; indeed, 
thev afford the most eonvincing evidence 
which could be imagined of the extremely 
pressing nature of the present emergency. 


THE “ PLAN.” 


It is plain that nothing short of a grave 
national crisis could have induced Mr. Mac- 
donald and his few faithful colleagues to risk 
their political lives by defying the opinion of 
the majority of their followers. Unfortunately, 
the leaders of the Trade Union movement 
have so little nadersinndie of the facts that 
they propose to meet the dangerous situation 
by measures which, so far from restoring con- 
fidence, could only cause irreparable harm to 
the credit of the nation. The “ plan '—if 
such a ludicrous concatenation of expedients 
may be dignified by that name—is to mobilise 
our foreign securities, to be the Sinking 
Fund. and to impose a fresh tax upon fixed 
interest bearing securities. 

It does not need any peculiar financial saga- 
city te foresee what the effect of such a pro- 
ceeding would be. In addition to destroying 
all prospects of any conversion operation 
whic would relieve the Budget of a consider- 
able proportion of the debt charge, these ill- 
thought-out proposals would only undermine 
still further the confidence of our foreign 
creditors. When a banker has already for 
some time been alarming his clients by living 
visibly above his means, they are not likely 
to feel encouraged when they see him «ispos- 
ing of his remaining assets to ma’ptuin his 
extravagant rate of expenditure. Yet that. is

SIMLA, Thursday. 
SETTLEMENT has been reached re- 
garding the question of an inquiry, 
and Gandhi, therefore, will leave for 
Bombay to-day. This will enable him to 
embark on the P. and O. liner Rajputana 
cn Saturday. 

Gandhi left Simla this evening for 
Bombay. He was given a splendid send- 
off though rain was falling in torrents 
at the time. 

The news of the agreement came with 
dramatic suddenness at 6.50 this evening. 
just when hope had almost been abandoned 
after a day of meetings, discussions and 
communications. and Sir Cowasiji 
Jehangir, Mr. Ansari and Sir Prabha- 
shankar Pattani, who had been acting as 
go-betweens, were warmly congratulated 
for their untiring efforts in bringimg it 
about. 


GANDHI CHEERFUL. 


Gandhi himself looked very cheerful as 
he left by car on the first stage of his 
journey to Bombay. 
will accompany him to London are his 
son, Devadas Gandhi, his private secre- 
tary, Mahadeva Desai, Miss Slade, and 
the Pundit Malaviya, who was advised 
by telegraph and telephone to start at 
once for Bombay, though whether he will 
be able to get there in time to catch 
Saturday's mail boat is uncertain. 

Mrs. Naidu, who is already in Bombay, 
will accompany the party, and Sir Prabha- 
shankar Pattani, who is also to attend the 
Round Table Conference, left Simla with 
Gandhi. 


GREAT ACTIVITY. 


The day had been one of varying political 
weather conditions. First of all, this 
morning the Executive Council met to 
discuss the demand of the Congress Work- 
ing Committee for an extension of the 
promised inquiry into the alleged breaches 
of the Delhi Pact to include other points 
at issue as well as the troubles at Bardoli. 

Then the Viceroy sent a letter to Gandhi 
conveying the Council’s decisions, which 
were discussed by the Congress Workine 
Committee for four hours at a meeting 
in which Ghaffar Khan, the “ Red Shirt” 
leader from Peshawar, also participated. 

In the meantime communications were 
passing between Gandhi and Mr. Emerson, 
the Home Secretary, and when the Congress 
Commitetee finished its deliberations 
another communication was made to the 
Government. 


POINTS CLEARED UP. 


During the afternoon the report was 
circulated that Gandhi 's latest letter to 
the Government was unacceptable, and 
that he would not be able to leave Simla 
to-day ; but a long telephone conversation 
between the Mahatma and Mr. Emerson 
at 4.30 p.m. finally cleared up all points 
in dispute, and immediately afterwards 
letters were exchanged between them con- 
firming the agreement reached over the 
telephone. 

The good news rapidly spread through 
Simla. and satisfaction was expressed on 
all sides, it being considered a good omen 
that the Pundit Jawaharlal Nehru and 
Mr. Vallabhai Patel, the President of the 
Congress, also appeared pleased at the way 
in which the negotiations had ended.

NEED OF GOOD-WILL ON 
BOTH SIDES. 


Tn a message of good-will which he has 
addressed to “ All Our Friends in India,’’ 
in the form of a statement to the Indian 
Press, Sir Samuel Hoare, the new Secre- 
tary of State for India, says that the 
truest friend to Great Britain and India 
is the man who faces the difficulties in a 
realistic spirit, and this is the spirit in 
which he has approached, and will con- 
tine to approach, the Indian problem. 

“I feel that it is the greatest event in 
my life to be connected with India as 
Secretary of State at this important 
moment in the history of Great Britain 
and India.” he says. “ For many vears 
past Indian history and Indian questions 
have deeply impressed my imagination. 


MESSAGE OF GOOD-WILL. 


‘*T am glad, therefore, on the first day 
upon which I find myself at the India 
Office, to send a message of good-will to 
all our friends in India and to assure 
them that, so long as I hold the seals of 
office, I shall concentrate all my activities 
upon Indian questions. . 

‘‘ Already two of the most interesting 
incidents in my life are connected with 
India. My wife (Lady Maud Hoare) and 
I were the first two passengers to fly in a 
civil aeroplane fron. England to India. 
Our flight was the beginning of a period 
of quicker communication between Europe 
and the East, and I am glad to think 
that it marked a stage in the battle of the 
human race against two of the chief im- 
pediments to better intercourse—time and 
distance.

“The second incident in my life to 
which I refer is my membership of the 
Round Table Conference. It was a 
pleasure and a privilege to me to meet so 
many prominent Indians, and to sit with 
them at a Round Table, freely and 
frankly discussing our respective difficul- 


ties. 
‘To-day I will make only one observa- 


‘tion upon the problems the discussion of 


which we shall shortly be resuming. It 
is that, in my view, the truest friend 
to Great Britain and India ig the 
man who faces the difficulties in a 
realistic spirit with the intention of 
‘mastering them. For the solution of 
‘grave political problems ideas and phrases 
are not enough. This is the spirit in 
which I have approached the problem, and 
in which I shall continue to approach 1t. 
With a realistic attitude good-will must 
be combined on the one side as well as on 
the other. 


THE SERVICES. 

‘“T cannot end this message without 
adding a word of keen appreciation of the 
Services in India. Every official, high 
or low, has been facing a period of excep- 
tional difficulty. Economics have cont 
bined with politics to complicate their 
problems. True to their splendid history 
and high tradition, they must not lose 
heart. Let them feel assured that we here 
realise their difficulties, and will not fail 


to suppor

“ A financial crivis, the true causes of 
which have not been publicly explained, 
has brought about the sudden resignation 
of the Labour Government. 

‘Forces in finance and politics made 
demands which no Labour Government 
could accept. 

‘*A new Coalition Government, for 
which the Labour movement repudiates 
all responsibility, has been formed. It is 
a Government of persons acting without 
authority from the people. 

““H is determined to attack the stan- 
dard of living of the workers in order to 
meet a situation caused by a policy pur- 
sued by private banking interests, in the 
control of which the public has no part. 

“Tt seeks to enforce a complete 
change in National policy, not because 
the nation’s resources have suddenly 
diminished ; not because the nation can- 
not afford to provide for its unemployed ; 
not because the Budget cannot be 
balanced, but primarily because financia! 
interests have decided that this country 
is setting a bad example to other countries 
in taxing the rich to provide for the 
necessities of the poor. 


SOCIAL POLICY. 


‘‘Fundamentally it is an attempt to 
reverse the social policy, which in this 
country has, within limits, provided for 
the unemployed, the aged and the sick, 
the disabled, the orphaned and the 
widowed. Unemployment benefit is 
attacked on the ground that it strengthens 
resistance to wage reductions. These are 
the motives which impel the new Coalition 
Government in its policy of drastic cuts 
in social expenditure. i 

“The new Government's policy has yet 
to be fully disclosed, but the knowledge 
that it is irrevocably committed to serious 
cuts in unemployment benefits, cuts in 
wages and salaries, in national and local 
services, a curtailment of expenditure on 
work which is at present providing em- 
ployment for thousands of wage-earners, 
and cuts in public health and education, 
has aroused the entire Labour movement 
to determined opposition. 

“The justification offered for these 
methods is the existence of a financial 
crisis which has been aggravated beyond 
measure by deliberately alarmist state- 
ments in sections of the Press, and by the 
fact that a protracted campaign has 
created the impression abroad that Great 
Britain is on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. 


GREATEST CREDITOR. 


“Four thousand millions of British 
capital are invested abroad. Great Britain 
is still one of the greatest creditor 
countries. We are still adding to our 
capital assets. The taxable capacity of 
the country has not been exhausted. The 
immediate situation can be met without 
further depleting the slender means of 
the poor and without restricting. national 
and local expenditure directed to the de- 
velopment of the country’s resources. 

‘If the will were present. we could 
overcome the immediate difficulty by 
mobilising the country’s foreign invest- 
ment, by a temporary suspension of the 
sinking fund, by taxing fixed interest- 
bearing securities and other unearned 
mecome which had benefited by the fall 
in prices. and by measures to reduce the 
burden of war debts. 

‘The phrase ‘ equality of sacrifice’ has 
been invoked as a justification for cuts 
in social expenditure, but no comparable 
sacrifice has so far -been demanded from 
the wealthier sections of the community. 

‘* Sacrifices by the workers are intended 
to be certain; sacrifices by other sections 
uncertain. The ‘proposals to economise at 
the expense of the poor are not only un- 
just but economically unsound. They will 
increase unemployment and aggravate the 
basic problem underlying the present 
crisis by reducing the consuming power of 
the masses. 

‘‘Cuts in wages and salaries in national 
and local services will lead to attempts to 
enforce similar cuts in industry generally, 
and bring about embittered conflict and 
industrial chacs. 


DEGRADATION, 


“ Great Britain, whose social standards 
and services have greatly contributed to 
the raising of the standards of life 
throughout the world, is now under pres- 
sure from international and national 
financial interests to take the lead in a 
process of world-wide degradation. 

“ The effective resistance of the Labour 
movenient can alone avert this calamity. 

‘‘The present crisis is essentially part 
of a bigger one. The policy of the Labour 
movement for national reconstruction and 
international co-operation, including a re- 
consideration of the problem of debts and 
reparations, provides the only basis for 
the restoration of credit and the re-estab- 
lishment of world prosperity. 

“The forces of Labour are vitally con- 
cerned with the national interest, but we 
emphatically reject the view that this can 


| only be secured by the impoverishment of 


the workers. We, therefore, call upon the 
masses of the people, and all men and 
women of goodwill, to stand firmly against 
the new Government, and to rally to the 
aid of the Labour movement in its defence 
of true national interests and its con- 
structive efforts towards the new social 
order.”’

THE BRITISH DOLE. 


The attitude of American bankers to 
the much discussed question of the 
British dole is the subject of a statement, 
attributed to an official of one of New 
York’s largest financial institutions with 
extensive interests in Great Britain, pub- 
lished in the Christian Science Monitor. 

The official in question is reported to 
have said :—‘‘ There has been no attempt 
to dictate what Great Britain shall do 
with the credits, but when Englishmen 
ask to borrow money it is right for us to 
ask them whether they are able to balance 
their Budget.

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THE TOTAL REVENUE, 


The report, which deals in detai] with 
the various departments of Government 
for the vear ended 31st March, 1931, states 
that the total revenue for the year was 
£24 365,196, while with other receipts, in- 
cluding the 45 per cent. Third National 
Loan, £5.610,000, the total receipts were 
£32 945.731. Payments to the Centra: 
Fund Services and the Supply Services 
totalled £25.266,584. 

Certain other payments with a balance 
of £1,841,082 equalise the account.

THE CUSTOMS. 


Under the head of Customs the net re- 
ceipts were £7,445,739, which represented 
an increase on the previous year’s figure 
of £240,000. The increases’ include 
£44 668 from the new tariff on butter. In 
the previous year there were, of course, 
no receipts from this source. Increases 
were noted under the head of clocks and 
watches, currants, oatmeal, and rosaries. 
Tobacco and snuff showed an increase of 
over £300.000. All classes of sugar and 
sugar confectionery showed increases. 

Decreases were shown in respect of motor 
cars and accessories, boots and shoes, cloth- 
ing and apparel, cocoa preparations, fur- 
niture, matches, rum, brandy, gin and 
wine. Margarine, which brought in 
£1.264 in the previous year, was down 


to £220. 
EXCISE FIGURES. 


Under Excise the total net receipts were 
£6.231,539, a fal] of over £200,000 as com- 
pared with last year. This year tobaccu 
(home grown) brought in £1,470, whiie 
last year the total was £1 3s. 4d. This 
vould indicate that the home-grown tobacco 
industry is not extinct. The beer duty, 
which is the biggest item, brought in gross 
receipts amounting to £10,981,380, but 
drawbacks, repayments and allowances re- 
duced it to a net figure of £3,216,650. This 
was over £100,000 less than the previous 
year. The gross” spirit duty was 
£2.207,275, which, after certain deduc- 
tions, became a net receipt of £2,177,677, 
or approximately £100,000 less than last 
vear. Receipts from entertainment duty 
showed a substantial increase at £173,678. 
Last year it was £154,901. Registration 
fees for bookmakers’ premises brought in 
£11,120. which is slightly more than last 
year. The betting duty was about £3,000 
down at £201,125. 

There was a-substantial increase in 
revenue from hawkers’ licences, due to the 
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new tax. Last year the net receipts irom 
this source were £854. This year they 
total £5,840;. Thére is-@ slight.reduction 
in pawnbrokers’ ‘licences from £907 to 
£877, while dog licences are down by over 
£6,000 at £78,448. There is a small in- 
crease in firearms certificates at £37,456. 

Kstate duties were up by £60,000. The 
items of death duty and legacy duty were 
both up as compared with last year. 

Under. the head of stamps, which 
totalled £376,789 net, there was a substan- 
tial increase from companies’ capital duty 
and loan capital duty.

THE LATE CAPTAIN 


MINCHIN. 
——— — 


From a CORRESPONDENT. 

The late Captain R. M. Minchin, of 
Busherstown, Roscrea, County Tipperary, who 
recently lost his life by a shooting accident, 
was the eldest son of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Welsh, R.A., and Alice Anne Minchin. 
Born in 1870, on the death of his uncle he 
took the name of Minchin on succeeding to 
the property of Busherstown. In 1899 he 
married Rebecca, eldest daughter of the late 
Johnstone T. Stoney, of Emell Castle, 
Cloughjordan. 

Serving originally in the 4th Royal Insh 
Regiment, on retirement Captain Minchin 
devoted himself to the management of his 
estate and the breeding of cattle, and became 
a noted and successfu! exhibitor at the Royal 
Dublin Society's Shows. He fownd relaxa- 
tion and recreation, not in foreign travel, 
but in the simple pleasures of the life of a 
country gentleman. He was devoted to all 
field sports, particularly fishing and shooting, 
and was an unrivalled snipe shot. To him 
the care and management of land, whether 
the plantation of young trees, drainage, 
tillage or the tending of live stock, weré a 
duty as well as a pleasure; and his un- 
austentatious benefactions to his poorer neigh- 
bours will long be remembered.

CREDIT PROBLEMS. 


LEAGUE COMMITTEE’S 
REPORT READY. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Thursday. 
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The League of Nations Committee on Credit 
Problems has concluded its work, and 
although no official statement has yet been 
issued regarding the results of its labours, 
it 1s anderstood that the Committee’s report, 
which will be submitted to the Commission 
of Inquiry for European Union, assembling 
next week, emphasises the necessity for enlarg- 
ing the role of the Financial Committee of the 
League of Nations. 

The report also agrees with the findings of 
the recent meeting of financiers in Bale, 
according to which long-term loans depend 
on the re-establishment of confidence, which 
confidence can only be restored by the action 
of Governments. 

The report further points to the necessity 
of establishing collaboration betwéen the 


of International: Settlements and the League’s 
Financial Committee, and proposes to institute 
a special organism, which would keep in touch 
with borrowing States and the League’s 
Financial Committee. 

Finally, the report proposes referring to the 
League's Section on Communications and 
Transit and to the league s Financial Com- 
mittee the scheme of national public works 
possessing international interest, elaborated by 
the International Labour Office, with a view 
to remedying unemployment.

Great caution should be observed in accept- 
ing the rumours now being spread abroad of 
the probable lines of a settlement between the 
Holy See and the Italian Government, 

It is quite possible that the terms of 
Article 4 of the Concordat may be more 
carefully defined, and that the institutions of 
the Azione Cattolica may be specifically 

laced under the bishops, as they were, in 
fact, so placed by the Pope soon after the 
outbreak of the ‘present dispute.

The company was incorporated by an Act 
of Parliament passed in the year 1833, when 
the capital was fixed at £24,000, and this 
grew for over a period of almost one hun- 
dred years, until at the date of the liquida- 
tion of the company the nominal capital was 
£345,850, made up of £259,900 five per cent. 
Cumulative Preference Stock and. £585,950 
Ordinary Stock, 

In the course of its career the company 
was amalgamated with the Liverpool and 
Dublin Steam Navigation or Mersey Steam 
Packet. Company. ‘here were in ali tweive 
statutes passed relating to the objects, power 
and procedure of the company. By an Act 
of 1910 the Dublin and Liverpool fe sasiiddinp 
Building Company was merged with the 
Steam Packet Company, and the Steam 


Packet Company was empowered to create 
Preference Stock and to issue it to holders 
of shares in the Dublin and Liverpool Steam- 
ship Building Company. 


| | 
STEAMERS TORPEDOED. 

The closing years of the existence of the 
City of Dublin Steam Packet Company, which 
bad carried the mails between Kingstown and 
Holyhead for nearly a century, were clouded 
by the sinking of the R.M.S. Leinster near 
the Kish Lightship by a German submarine 
on the 10th October, 1918, with a loss of 
500 lives. Another of the com- 
pany’s boats, the s.s. Cork, a cargo 
steamer, was torpedoed by a German 
submarine, at a time when she was employed 
by the British Government, on the 2ist 
January, 1918; while yet another, the R.M.S. 
Connaught, then on Government service, was 
torpedoed in the English Channel on the 3rd 
March, 1917. The R.M.S. Munster and the 
R.M.S. Ulster, two other mail boats belong- 
ing to the company, were sold to foreign firms 
after the company had lost the contract for 
the carrying of the mails. Y 

On the llth August, 1924, Mr. William 8. 
Hayes, solicitor, filed a petition for the 
winding-up of the company, and'subsequently 
a petition was filed by the company also ask- 
ing for a winding-up order, On the petition 
of Mr. Hayes an order was made by the High 
Court, Dublin, on the 18th November, 1924, 
directing that the company should be wound 
up, and by an order of the Court, dated’ 15th 
December, 1924, Mr. David Telford was 
appointed official liquidator. 


THE DISTRIBUTIONS. 

Within six months of his appointment Mr. 
Telford realised the assets of the company, 
and in June, 1925, distributed to the stock- 
holders a sum of £981,683. In June, 1926, 
further distributions were made. amounting to 
£212,615; and in January, 1928, a sum of 
£81,925 was distributed. The final distribu- 
tion, which will be made early next month, 
as already announced, will amount to £69,457, 
making a total of £1,345,680, which represents 
£132 8s. 6d. per cent. to the preference stock- 
holders, and £171 2s. 6d. per cent. to the 
ordinary stockholders. The assets of the com- 
pany realised a gross total of £1,482,000. 

The release of the company from the per- 
petual guarantee which it had given in respect 
of the City of Dublin Junction Railways (the 
Loop Line) was a long and difficult matter, 
but eventually it was arranged on terms which 
were considered to be very beneficial to the 
stockholders.

MAIL BOAT MEMORIES. 


By AN OLD TRAVELLER. 

“ The last act on the passing of the City of 
Dublin Steam Packet Company ’’ must revive 
stirring memories in the hearts of the Irish 
people. We live so fast in these days that we 
scarcely realise that it is seven years since the 
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mail steamers went into liquidation. 
During that long period Mr. David Telford 
has been engaged in the arduous task of 
realising the assets and distributing them 
among the stockholders. Even the “ ship- 
breaker ’” must have realised that he was 
closing up the eventful career of a remarkable 
commercial -enterprise. 

For well over a hundréd years the City of 
Dublin served Ireland well. It was « most 
dignified steamship service. There was no 
other like it in the world. It had nothing 
to do with limited liability. It was ineor- 
Sah nes by Act of Parliament, and by Act of 

arliament it was dissolved.

It is well known that the Dubhn Union 
Committee have madi many suggestions to 
the Dublin Corporation as to how work 
might be found, and that endeavours have 
been made by the City Council to put in 
operation works which would absorb some 
of the able-bodied unemployed. These efforts 
have resulted in no marked diminution in 
the amonnt 6f money given weekly in out- 
door relief. 


HOUSE-BUILDING SCHEMES. 


It has further been pointed out that even 
the extensive house-building operations which 
are promised for the near future will not 
have any large effect in lessening this out- 
door relief burden. The major part of 
able-bodied men in_ receipt of outdoor 
relief consists of unskilled workers. In build- 
ing operations the number of labourers 
ignorant of trade technicalities who can be 
used is small; unskilled labour that could be 
employed. by .contractors would be.a mere 
fraction of the rumber of men on a firm’s pay- 
roll. The housing schemes will, therefore, 
leave unemployed the great majority of the 
men now receiving outdoor relief. Except at 
the clearing of sites, the unskilled will find 
little opportunity of employment, and the 
best that the Corporation can do will leave 
the outdoor relief list only moderately 
diminished. ; 

Present prospects do not promise the near 
advent of that world-revival of trade which 
will reduce the numbers of the unemployed to 
the helpless and hopeless. In the cireem- 
stances, the letter addressed to the members 
of the Dublin Union Committee would seem 
to have been worthy of more consideration. 


A SUGGESTION. 


This letter suggested, in effect, that the 

Agricutural Land (Utilisation) Act, 1931—an 
English measure—should he the model of 
similar legislation here. The writer of the 
letter proposed that the Dublin Corporation 
and the Dapartacet of Industry and Com- 
merce should jointly meet in conference to 
consider the advisability of puttin 
the unemployed on waste grounds had 
Corporation lands, ‘‘ so that they could 
raise food for themselves.” He pointed 
out that under a similar scheme in Laverpool 
the unemployed were given seeds and small 
ery at reduced rates, and that the results 
ad been very satisfactory. 
The English Agricultural Land (Utilisation) 
Act has given wide powers to the Minister 
to provide small holdings, with financial 
assistance, for unemployed persons. Power is 
given the Minister to provide allotments not 
exceeding one acre, and to defray the losses 
incurred by local authorities in providing 
allotment gardens; also to make grants for 
assisting im the provision of seeds, fertilisers 
and equipments, ‘he persons who take up 
such plots to grow food for their families are 
assured a firm interest in them by a provision 
that ‘‘ unemployed persons shall not vacate 
the allotments on obtaining employement, 


LOANS (FOR STOCKING. 


authorities, borough councils and county 
councils as to the localities in which suitable 
land can be obtained. Allowances for stock- 
ing may be granted by way of a loan for 
one year from the date that the unemployed 
person enters in possession of a holding up 
io the sum of £50 in the aggregate, 
but not to exceed Ws. m any one 
week. Where. Councils do not provide 
sufficient small holdings to meet the demand 
for them the Minister has power to 
provide such small holdings on giving notice 
to the borough or urban council concerned 
that it is his intention to do so on the 
decision of a person appointed to hold a local 
inquiry. The Minister may provide allot- 
ment gardens. for persons who are not in 
full-time. employment as well as for those 
who are wholly employed. 

Clause 15 of Part 1]. of the Act says — 
“Where an allotment has been let to an 
unemployed person or to a person not in full- 
his tenancy of the 
allotment shall not be terminated withoui 
his consent on the ground only that he ha: 
ceased to be an unemployed person or a 
person no’ in full employment.” 

Part III. of the Agricultural Land 
(Utilisation) Act provides that the Treasury 
may allocate £5,600,000 for its. working. 
lf the letter to the Dublin Union Com- 
mittee is read in the light of this British 
Act of ' Parliament, the C mmittee may be 
moved to urge the Dublin Corporation and 
the Ministry for Industry and Commerce to 
meet and consider the passing of similar 
legislation. It. would tend to relieve the 
burden of the ratepayer, and ease the lot of 
the able-bodied unemployed until times in- 
prove.
